This letter is in response to your U.S. General Services Administration (GSA) Freedom 
of Information Act (FOIA) request number (GSA-2019-001311), submitted on 
July 3, 2019, in which you requested:

In processing your request we withheld the Internet Protocol (IP) Address in its entirety 
pursuant to the FOIA, 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(6); as this information would constitute a 
clearly unwarranted invasion of personal privacy. 

Additionally, the comments to the beta.sam.gov were part of the agency’s deliberative 
process with respect to forming a solicitation and are exempt from release, per the 
FOIA 5 U.S.C. §552 (b)(5). 
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As we have withheld information referenced in the above paragraph(s) per the 
aforementioned FOIA exemptions, this constitutes a full denial of your FOIA request. 
You have the right to appeal the denial of the information being withheld. You may

Both the appeal letter and 
envelope or online appeal submission should be prominently marked, “Freedom of 
Information Act Appeal.”
